BUDAPEST, Sept. 21.—Hungari- 
ah Nazis and members of other 
politica] parties joined today in a 
large demonstration demanding re- 
turn to Hungary of territories given 
to Czechoslovakia at the end of 
the World War. 

An estimated 250,000 Hungarians 
taking in the demonstration 
swore they would not rest until ter- 
ritorial revision was accomplished. 

The pledge came at the same 
time that it became known that 
Czechoslovakia. had yielded to 
French and British pressure and ac- 
cepted their terms for a settlement 
with Adolf Hitler.

BERLIN, Sept. A.- Germany 
rushed troops and truckloads «of 
swastika flags toward Czechoslo- 
vakia tonight in anticipation of a 
triumphal! entry into Sudetenland. 
As soldiers streamed eastward to 
an undisclosed destination the Ger- 
man prese heralded the victory, the 
official organization of Nazi 8. 8. 
troops telling that “better nerves” 


were responsible. 
“Czechoslovakia’s hours are num- 
bered,” said Nachtausgabe. 
Germany apparently was getting 
ready for the final act in the Czech 


drama. 

The movement in Berlin, where 
trucks requisitioned from commer 
cial firms were used to carry sol- 
diers, was typical of what was re- 
ported throughout Germany, espe- 
cially in the eastern sections, in- 
cluding Austria, which surround 
Czechoslovakia’s western end. 

Indifferent to Prague. 

In German eyes it made no dif- 
ference whether the Prague Gov- 
ernment consented to or opposed 
partition of Czechoslovakia. 

Reinforced by Polish and Hun- 
garian assurances that those coun- 
tries were prepared to fight for an- 
nexation of their minorities in 
Czechoslovakia, Germany left the 
little republic but two choices: 
capitulation or annihilation by 
force. 

The phrase, “Germany cannot 
wait longer and will not wait long- 
er,” appeared with regularity in 
German morning newspapers, in- 
dicating Propaganda Minister Paul 
Joseph Goebbels himself may have 
created it.

Tourist Report Soviet Planes Ar- 

riving in Ozechoslovakia. 
SATORALJA-UJHELJ, Hungary, 
t. 21.—Czechoslovak military ac- 
tivity along this frontier increased 
yesterday. 

Czechoslovak troops were seen oc- 
cupying concrete fortifications with 
heavy artillery and other equip- 
ment, apparently ready for action. 
Great numbers of Czechoslovak sol- 
diers were digging trenches in 
vineyards and sunflower fields. 

Forty-five Czechoslovak trains 
filled with singing troops and mili- 
tary equipment passed near the 
border Monday night. 

The drone of many airplanes 

came through the darkness. Tour- 
ists arriving here from Czechoslo- 
vekia said these planes were from 
Soviet Russia, manned by Soviet of- 
ficers; and that they landed at 
Uzhorod airport. Uzhorod is the 
capital of Carpathia Ruthenia, 
Czechoslovakia’s Eastern province. 
There was no confirmation of the 
report. 
With the exception of tourists, 
Czechoslovak border guards would 
not permit any men to cross into 
Hungary. Consequently, the hunt- 
ing séason now in full swing on 
both sides of the border came to a 
standstill. 


Hitler Stays in Munich Instead of 
Going Directly te Godesberg. 
MUNICH, Sept. 21.—Adolf Hitler 
stayed in his Munich apartment to- 
day instead of going to Godesberg 
long ahead of Prime Minister 
Chamberlain, as had originally been 
planned. 

He came to Munich late yesterday 
from Berchtesgaden, where he had 
talked with Hungarian and Polish 
envoys. At first Nazi headquarters 
said hig special train had left last 
night for Godesberg, where he is to 
see Chamberl in tomorrow. Later, 
it was disclosed he had not left 
Munich. 

In his Munich apartment, it was 
said, he was assured of greater 
privacy than at Godesberg, where 
once he arrived his admirers might 
have insisted he show himself on 
his hotel veranda. 

It was thought that if Hitler had 
gone to Godesberg today, Nazi en- 
thusiasm might have run wild, 
making it difficult for him to con- 
centrate on the problem awaiting 
his decision.

“We intend to fulfil) our engage- 
ments under our treaty with 
Czechoslovakia and together with 
France to give assistance to Czecho- 
slovakia by means open to us. 

“It is necessary, however, to er- 
haust all means of averting armed 
conflict and we consider that one 
such method by immediate consul- 
tation between the great Powers of

“To grant bonuses for saber-rat- 
tling and recourse to arms for the 
solution of international problems— 
in other words, to reward and en- 
courage superimperialism—is not 
to act in the spirit of the Briand- 
Kellogg Pact.” 

Litvinov said the Russian Gov- 
ernment was proud it had taken no 
part in such a policy. 

He concluded with a statement 
that Russia had no intention of 
abandoning the principies >of the

Quoted in the Star-Times as hav- 
ing told the reporter that Schading 
and one of his associates engaged 
in a fist fight the day before he 


was killed, Mrs. Loepker told Chief 
Carroll last night she knew nothing 
about any such fight.

Police are studying a file of cor- 
respondence which Schading kept 
in a room he had at the Marquette 
Hotel to see if any clew may be 
found in it.

A Travelers Revised Opinion. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
* April, you published a letter I sent 

you from Klagenfurt, Austria, about the 
plebiscite demonstration. After spending 
over three months in Greater Germany, I 
want your readers to know that if I had 
waited until I reached Vienna to mail 
that letter, it never would have been sent. 
Although every word was true, I realize 
now that the demonstrations I witnessed 
were mass hysteria. (The writer's letter 
of April told of the enthusiasm. at the 
time of the plebiscite on annexation of 
Austria, and described the citizens of 
Villach and Klagenfurt as “a joyous, 
happy people.”—Editor’s Note.) 

I stayed in Vienna six weeks, enjoying 
that beautiful city for the last time as 
best I could, although very much worried 
about the persecution of the Jews by 
the Nazis. Day by day, along the ex- 
clusive Kartnerstrasse, I saw the beauti- 
ful shops change their signs from “Jew- 
ish store” to “German store.” 

I can’t see any difference between the 
Communists and the Nazis, except that 
the latter rob only the Jews of their pos- 
sessions. After making life unbearable, 
they force them out of the land of their 
birth to humane countries. 

As I traveled through Germany, I didn’t 
hesitate to tell my friends and all those 
I met that I never intended to return to 
a country that persecuted Jews as the 
Nazis did. In the six weeks I was in 
Germany, I couldn’t raise an argument, 
no matter what I said. I referred to 
Nazi Germany as a gangster tion— 
and no one objected to the term, hence 
I know the average tight-lipped German 
is not in sympathy with conditions at 
present. Everyone desires peace. 

If those misguided people in the Unit- 
ed States who are in sympathy with Nazi 
propaganda should spend three months 
in Germany and see Germans as muzzled 
slaves, whose food supplies are limited, 
they would be only too glad to return to 
the United States. : 

We should heed Senator Walsh's re- 
cent warning that in a mad world it is 
not our national wealth that we can’t af- 
ford to lose, but our spiritual life, the in- 
dependence and free will of a great 
people.

BRAKEMAN BLAMED 
FOR CAUSING CRASH 


Error in Throwing Switch 
Said by Southern Pacific 
Executives to Have Led 
to Collision.

NILAND, Cal., Sept. 21.—Railway 
executives said today the, mistake 
of a,brakeman caused the collision 
of two Southern Pagific. passenger 
trains near here yesterday in which 
11 persons were killed and more 
than 100 were inqured. 

C. F. Donnatin, Southern Pacific 
superintendent, said‘the wreck was 
caused by the unexplainable de- 
cision of Erie Leonard Jacobson, 
veteran brakeman, to throw 4 
switch as the Argonaut, New Or- 
leans-to-Los Angeles flyer, sped to- 
ward a siding where the Chicago- 
bound Californian, tourist train 
from Los Angeles, was waiting. 

The Argofiaut engineer saw the 
block signal arm rise and a red 
light flash. Brakes screeched, but 
the big locomotive veered and 
plunged into the tourist train. 

Donnatin said Jacobson was dazed 
and hysterical from the effect of a 
decision he could not explain. An 
important rule of the service, the 
superintendent said, is that when 
a train is on a siding, waiting for 
another to pass on single tracks, 
the brakeman must not approach 
nearer the switch, stand than 20 
feet. 

J. H. Dyer of San Francisco, a 
Southern. Pacific — vice-president, 
whose private car was attached to 
the Argonaut, took charge of the 
rescue work. 

Dyer said: “I was helping get the 
injured sfrom the wreck, and I 
called to a man who passed me to 
get an ax so I could break into a 
coach. The fellow looked at me 
as though he were in a trance. He 
said: ‘I have to tell you. Im re- 
sponsible for this wreck. I threw 
the switch. I am not erazy, but I 
do not know why I did it.“ 

Trainmen said Jacobson fied from 
the wreck scene, but was caught 
and returned. Railroad..men said 
he was so much in a trance that he 
had to be given restoratives. 

Both locomotives were smashed 
to piles of scrap metal, five coaches 
were overturned and 800 feet of 
track was ripped up. Scores were 
trapped in the forward coaches of 
the Californian, and acetylene 
torches were used to reach some 
of the bodies. 

The third car of the Californian, 
a streamline coach on a non- 
streamlined train, was damaged 
most. The heavy baggage car in 
front telescoped it. Eight of the 
dead were taken from this coach. 

Dyer paid tribute to the work 
of Dr. George T. Mehan of St. 
Louis, whe took charge of first aid 
work, and to two nurses, Marjorie 
Brothers of Santa Barbara, Cal., 
and Maxine Chalmers of Tucson, 
Ariz, 

Dr. Mehan said he was awakened 
by a terrific impact, but thought 
at first it was only a derailment. 

“As we went forward he saw 
the full extent of the wreck,” he 
said. “We began getting the in- 
jured out of the cars. We trans- 
formed the dining car into an 
emergency hospital. In the four 
hours we worked, I believe we 
treated between 60 and 70 persons: 

“We placed the more seriously 
hurt in Pullman berths and admin- 
istered sedatives and medication. 
The two nurses worked splendidly 
under extreme difficulty. They 
tore sheets for emergency dressings 
and helped in minor surgery.“ 

Dr. Mehan, who commanded the 
15th Ambulance Company in the 
Second Division in the World War, 
‘was bound for the American Legion 
convention in Los Angeles.
